CONGRESS IS ASKED TO 
INVESTIGATE CHARGE 


Chairman Esch, However, 
Intimates Charge Cov- 
ers Old Ground—Garret- 
son. Admits Country To- 
day Is Probably Op- 
posed to Labor’s Rail 
Plan. 


Washington, August 12.—The rail- 
road brotherhoods through their 
counsel, Glenn E. Plumb, today laid 
before the house interstate com- 
merce committee their charges gf 
corruption in the management of the 
railroads under private control. The 
charges, announced as forthcoming 
a week ago, were that many of the 
great railway systems had been 
plundered systmeatically by the fi- 
nancial interests and that the rail- 
roads illegally held millions of acres 
of public lands. 

Eighteen representative railroads 
of the country, the brotherhood at- 
torney asserted, issued stock aggre- 
gating $450,441,000 between 1900 and 
1910 as bonuses and paid millions 
of dollars in dividends on these bo- 
nuses. These same railroads, he 
further charged; were “controlled in 


whole or in part by the Morgan in-' 


terests, the Rockefeller interests and 
‘the Gould interests.” 
Therough Probe Demanded. 

Coupled with the charges which 
came just before the house com- 
mittee closed its hearings on or- 
ganized labor’s bill for elimination 
of private railroad ownership, was 
the demand by Mr. Plumb that con- 


gress make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the matter so that the “Amer- 


ican people may know to what ex- 
‘tent it is sought to subject them to 
exploitation” under the other plans 
proposed for future disposition of 
the railroads,

Cha s Old, Esch Intimates, 

There was no intimation as to 
what course the committee might 
take in regard to the request for an 
investigation. Chairman Esch, in 
half a dozen questions, indicated 
that to go into the charges would 
be like traveling over old ground, 
as they had been threshed out long 
ago. Plumb told the committee 
that he either had the evidence to 
support every charge or knew 
where it could be obtained. Pres- 
entation of the charges apparently 
failed to arouse much _ interest 
among members, as no one except 
the chairman sought light through 
examination of the’ witness. 

A. B. Garretson, former head of 
the Order of Railway Wonductors, 
closing his statement begun Mon- 
day, declared with utmost frank- 
ness that if a vote were taken today 
the country probably would reject 
organized labor’s plan. He ex- 
plained, howevér, that this would be 
due .to general suspicion against 
new things, and he. predicted that 
it would be endorsed and adopted in 
the not distant future. - 

The opinion was expressed by Mr. 
Garretson that there had been no 
fair test of government operations 
of railroads, because the railroads 
since being taken over had been 
operated by officials. who were op- 
posed to government ownership and 
wanted to demonstrate that it was 
not best for the country. 

Pians of Security Holders.

MEN FIGHTING FIRE 
HAVE NARROW ESCAPE 


Building Occupied by 
Tarbo Soda Fountain 
and the Home Art Sup- 
ply Company Destroyed 
by Blaze.

Vire of unknown origin destroyed 
the three-story building at 172 
Whitehall street and caused about 
$100,000 damage early Tuesday 
night. The building was occupied 
by the Tarbo soda fountain and the 
Home Art Supply company. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock, when the 
streets are crowded with people 
hurrying home from business, 
flames: were seen to shoot high 
from the back part of the building. 
The firemen responded quigkly, but 
the fire must have had a good start 
for when they arrived the building 
was a roaring furnace. 

The firemen could not attack the 
building from close quarters, owing 
to the intense heat, and so thick 
was the crowd that police were call- 
ed to hold them back. The fire, 
which was in the back part of the 
building, near the top floor, fanned 
by a light breeze, worked its way 
to the first floor and broke out in 
the front of the ground floor near 
the front. 

Although the firemen worked for 
more than an hour, the flames could 
not be controlled, and it was by 
great effort that the stock of 
the Atlanta Leather company, on 
the right of the building, was saved 
from the blaze. M. W. Moss, man- 
ager of the leather company, de- 
clares that the damage by water 
and smoke will reach about $25,000. 

Shortly before 8 o’clock the roof 
of the building fell in and the burn- 
ing embers scattered in all direc- 
tions and the firemen’ who were at 
work on the edge of the roof nar- 
rowly escaped injury. Trolley traf- 
fic was held up fur more than three 
hours. The building was owned by 
the George Seat estate.

Washington, August 12.—A _ re- 
markable demonstration against the 
league of nations occurred in the 
senate chamber today, when Sena- 
tor Lodge, of Massachusetts, repub- 
lican leader of the senate, concluded 
the delivery of a prepared address, 
in which he“opposed the covenant 
for the league and made a stirring 
appeal for Americanism as opposed 
to internationalism. 

Nothing like it has ever before 
been seen in the senate, The crowds 
that ‘filled the galleries. stood and 
cheered for fully mve minutes, the. 
women waving their handkerchiefs 
and the men their hats. A group 
of marines who fought at Chateau 
Thierry and who had been reviewed 
by President Wilson earlier in the 
day waved their steel helmets and 
shouted their approval of Senator 
Lodge’s attack “upon the league 
covenant.

Every senator who was in Wash- 
ington was in his seat and paid 
close. attention to the opposition 
leacer’s demands for reservations to 
the covenant that would protect the 
sovereignty of the United States. 

When Senator Lodge sat down; 
the throngs in the galleries arose 
as one person. The vice president 
could not make himself heard until 
the first outburst stopped. When 
he started to admonish the gal- 
leries, the cheering. broke out anew 
in a second demonstration that 
lasted for two. minutes. 

Just as order was being restored, 
one of the few men in the galleries 
who had not taken part in the dem- 
onstration shouted: “Why don’t 
some of you democrats answer?” 

Amid the taughter frorf the gal- 
leries that greéted that cry. Senator 
Williams arose and attempted to 
reply to Senator Lodge's speech. 


Hisses Step Williams. 


“Mr. President,” Senator Williams 
saia, “I hesitate very much to un- 
Gertake to reply to the greatest 
possible prepared presentation of 
the selfishness of American policy 
in an extemporaneous answer made 
in a few minutes. I would have to 
have more egotism than even I have 
if I said 1 could answer off the bat 
the things the senator from Massa- 
chusetts ~has been cogitating for 
three months, more or less, with a 
view to capturing the senate and 
the galleries today.

This is par- 
ticularly the case with the Georgia 
School of Technology and the univer- 
sity proper, both of which are threat- 
ened with a loss of some of the most 
valuable members of their teaching 
staff. With the State College of 
Agriculture, the chopping off of the 
Senate addition of $20,000 involves 
the loss to the state of an equal sun. 
from the federal government. . 

Amendments of the senate taking 
care of official salary increases ai- 
ready enacted were agreed to as a 
matter of form. In one case, Mr. 
Carswell secured the consent of the 
rules committee to suspend consid- 
eration of the senate amendments, 
until the house could pass the bills 
of Senator Duncan fixing the salary 
of the state treasurer at $4,800 and 
that of his assistant at $3,600. These 
bills were necessitated by the sep- 
aration of the state banking depart- 
ment from the treasury. Six thou- 
sand dollars also were allowed for 
expenses of the treasury department. 

The house disagreed to $3,000 ad- 
ded by the senate for the agricul- 
tural department for the purpose of 
collating farm statistics. One de- 
ficiency appropriation of $12,000 for 
the bureau of markets, found twice 
in the senate bill, was disallowed 
by the house. The-house,. however, 
concurred in the inerease of $13,500 
to $17,000 for the state chemist. It 
also allowed a. maintenance appro- 
priation of $25,000 to the newly 
created coastal plains experiment 
station at Tifton and $8,000 for re- 
pairs to the experiment station at 
Griffin. 

Highway Substitutes. 


When the senate substitutes for 
the two highway bills passed by the 
house were read, .Mr. Burt, of 
Dougherty, acting chairman of the 
committee, in the absence on ac- 
count of illness of Mr. DuBose, 
pointed out that both substitutes 
differed so widely from the lls 
adopted by the house that the body 
should disagree to both of them. 
Mr. Brown, of Clarke, sought by 
amendment to strike from the sen- 
ate substitute. for the second bill 
the provision. for a tax of 1% cents 
per gallon on gasoline. The house 
voted down the amendment and 
then unanimously agreed with Mr. 
Burt in rejecting both senate sub- 
stitutes. 

After a long debate on the ques- 
tion of the railroad commissioners’ 
salaries, during which Representa- 
tive Covington, of Colquitt, urged 
the house to stand pat, and Repre- 
sentatives Bale, Lawrence and 
Sweat. of Ware, urged recession, 
the houge declared for. $3,000 to all 
the commissioners, excépt the chair- 
man, rather than the $5,000 salary 
to all of them, approved by the sen- 
ate, and, by a‘ vote of 98 to 48, de-: 
clined to accede to a motion of Mr. 
Carswell, of Wilkinson, that it re- 
cede from its position. 

Practically. the entire morning 
session was consumed in debate. on 
the senate local school tax bill. At 
its conclusion, opposition to the 
measure appeared largely to have 
evaporated. The sponsor. for. the 
bill in the hous® was Representa- 
tive Carswell. 

After a hard>contested fight un- 


|der the skilfull leadership of Rep- 


resentative Bartow, the largest 
mumber of votes that could be 
scored against the bill was 17. Six- 
teen members did not vote, most 
of them through unavoidable ab- 
sence, and the measure received 31 
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gives a complete victory to the 
state superintendent of education, 
-M. L. Brittain; the Georgia Educa- 
tional association, and many friends 


who have for many years labored to 
effect this result. 
Advantages of Bill. 

They have shown repeatedly, by 
a comparison with other states, that 
the benefit to the children from 
common schools is directly propor- 
tional to the amount of money 
raised locally and almost inversely 
proportional to that distributed 
from the state treasury. They cited 
the fact that, while Georgia appro- 
priated from her treasury more 
money for this purpose than almost 
any other state, she ranked forty- 
fourth, almost at the bottom, ih dit- 
eracy. A comparison between the 
locally supported: municipal system 
and the country schools in this 
state led to the same conclusion. 

In assigning credit for the finai 
victory, Senator H. Elders, of 
the Second, must be given a’ lead- 
ing place. During the two terms 
that he has been a member of the 
senate, this matter has been first 
in his heart and he has labored most 
earnestly to carry the measure to a 
successful conclusion. Last year he 
carried the bill in the senate only to 
meet defeat in the house. He came 
back to the general assembly deter- 
mined to try the issue out again and 
this time he has won overwhelm- 
ingly in both bodies. 

He owes much in effecting this 
end, however, to his able co-adjutors 
in the house, notably Carswell, of 
Wilkinson; Alfriend, of Baldwin, 
Covington, of Colquitt, and Rogers, 
of Elbert. Mr. Carswell, in opening 
debate for the measure, said in 
part: 

“T find that there is a small mi- 
nority in this house, ready to deé- 
feat almost anything that is for the 
good of the people. This measure is 
for the benefit of all the children 
of Georgia. If you put property 
above people, vote against the bill. 
I say when property stands in the 
way of the childhood of Georgia, 
away with your property. Tax us 
until every child in the state; no 
matter whether he lives in the coun- 
try or the city, shall have had an 
equal opportunity for an education. 
I urge you to pass the bill just as 
it came from the senate voting down 
all amendments and the substitute 
of the gentleman from Bartow.” 

The substitute above referred to, 
offered by Mr. Johnson, of. Bartow, 
provided for local taxation on the 
vote of a majority in the counties 
or districts to be affected, instead 
of a two-thirds vote, as at present. 
It was proposed in lieu of the state- 
wide county taxation provided by 
the Elders-Carswell bill. Amend- 
ments by Messrs. Knight, of Ber- 
rien: Kelley, of Gwinnett, and Cul- 
pepper, of Fayette, sought to have 
the county authorities distribute 
the funds locally collected according 
to the population and also to do 
away with the municipal school 
systems and put all the children, 
rurai and urban, on exactly the 
game plane. An amendment by Mr. 
Moore, of Fulton, was intended to 
give the country school districts 
qual rights as to the levy of ad- 
ditional taxes as the municipalities 
ad. > 


Defends Home County.

Lasseter Opposes Bill. 


Mr. Lasseter, of Dooly, opposing 
the bill, declared that, unless the 
legislature voted bonds for schools, 
he could not support the proposed 
hond issue for roads. He assziled 
the daily newspapers of the state 
for their support of the bill, de- 
claring that they represented the 
“selfish interests of the rich in the 
cities in which they were published, 
who were anxious to shift the sup- 
port of the common schools upon 
the counties.” Mr. Longley, of 
Troup, replying later to this attack. 
urged that members should rise 
above looking, at questions such as 
these from a militia district stand- 
point and take a broad view of the 
states interests as the daily news- 
pepers had in this instance. 

Mr. Williams, of Bulloch, for the 
bill, said that county-wide taxation 
had been defeated in his county by 
a few wealthy farmers, who wanted 
to work the poor children on the 
farm and keep them out of school. 
The same argument was borne out 
by Mr. Holtzclaw, of Houston, speak- 
ing against the bill, who declared 
that “higher education had robbed 
many a farmer of a good plow 
hand.” 

Others who spoke for the bill were 
Messrs. Mundy, of Polk, and Perry- 
man, of Talbot; Mr. Davis, of Ogle- 
thorpe spoke against it. Messrs. 
Kelley, of Gwinnett, and Knight, of 
Berrien, spoke for their amend- 
ments. <All the amendments and 
the Johnson substitute were voted 
down and the bill put on passage 
just as it had come from the senate. 

Several members appeared to be 
in grave doubt as to just how they 
should vote and more than one 
changed his intention of voting 
against the measure after hearing 
it fully explained. One, r. 
Thompson, of Madison, secured per- 
mission to be excused from voting 
altogether.

for the State Passed. 
Many Other Measures 
Adopted. 


Final steps were taken by the 
senate Tuesday afternoon in enact- 
ing educational measures when that 


passed the house bill to codify all 
of the school laws of the state. 


The bill now goes to the governor 
for approval. ‘ 

The bill is virtually the same as 
the measure introduced,in the sen- 
ate by Senator H..H. Hiders, of the 
Scéecond, but the house bill was acted 
on in place of the Elders measure 
in order to speed up the educationai 
program. It was drawn up by 4 
commission authorized by the last 
legisiature, consisting of the state 
superintendent of education, the at- 
turney general, and the chairmen 
of the education committees of both 
houses. This commission codified 
all of the school laws to be found 
in Georgia, putting them in a tan- 
gible form, 

Elders Leads Fight. 

Senator Elders has championed 
the educational measures in the up- 
per house for the past three years, 
and it was largely due to his ef- 
fort’ that the bill went through 
witnout amendments. This is the 
last of the three school bills advo- 
cated by him and passed by the sen- 
ate this session, the other two being 
the local school tax bill and the 
bill to eliminate adult white illiter- 
acy in the state. 

The bill establishing a public wel- 
fare board was passed in the after- 
noon session. his is a house bill 
being introduced) in that body by 
Representative Kelly, of. Gwinnett. 

Under its provisions a public wel- 
fare board, consisting of five mem- 
bers to be appointed by the gov- 
authorized to examine 
once a year or -oftener all county 
jails, state, county and private in- 
stitutions which are of a elemosy- 
nary, charitable, correctionary or 
reformatory nature, and to compile 
and@ publish statistics on their find- 
ings. Local committees may also be 
appointed ‘under the act to assist in 
the work. A misdemeanor penalty 
is placed on the interference with 
the work of the board. 

Senator Veasey, author of the 
Veasey bill, amended the measure 
by putting in a clause stating that 
the bill should not be construed as 
repealing or amending to any ex- 
tent the Veasey bill.

Marietta Home Case. 

This bill is the outgrowth of 
the startling conditions recently 
brought out in the investigation of 
the orphan home near Marietta. The

Harris for the purpose of securing 
both the registration lists and the 
fees, Mr. Harris stated that he had 
not altered his opinion since his 
first statement in the matter. In 
other words, when the subcommit- 
tee comes along he will gladly hand 
over the registration lists, but beg 
to be excused when the money is 
asked for. : 

Leaders among the _ registered 
women are reticent as to what de- 
velopments are to be éxpected at 
Wednesday afternoon's mass meet. 
ing. No program has been drawn 
up, they state, beyond the simple 
presentation of the situation to the 
women who have paid their dollar 
fees and registered for the city pri- 
mary. It is for the women them. 
selves to decide what they want 
to do. 

Legal Action Intimated. 

It has been intimated, hgwever, 
that legal action to restrain the 
executive committee from colleéting 
the registration fees and to force 
the committee to allow the women 
to vote is a very probable decision, 

On the other hand, it is believed 
that the executive committee may 
invoke the power of the courts in 
their attempt to secure the $3,782, 
authority over the disposition of 
which started all the trouble ana 
resulted in a practical ultimatum 
from the executive committee of 
“hand over the money or be re- 
fused the vote.” Members of the 
executive committee have made the 
charge that the women voters are 
without legal standing and the wom- 
en voters have promptly returned 
the compliment.

She contends that the women have 
done all they were told to do by the

It is regrettable: that the women voters 
of Atlanta should be threatened with dis- 

chisement. so hard upon. the heels of 
their having obtained the right of voting 
in the city primary. I say threatened, be- 
cause the attempt of Mr. Buchanan and his 
conimittee to deprive the woman voter of 
her ballot does not go farther than a threat; 
an ugly threat, it is true, but only a 
threat. 

For it Is not within the power of the 
democratic executive committee arbitraril 
to deprive the registered voter of her suf- 
frage after she has complied with all the 
Conditions of registration and is thereby a 
qualified voter, Every registered woman vot- 
er holds a receipt of registration. This 
receipt is prima facie evidence that the 
woman voter has —— with the special 
conditions for exercising suffrage, imposed 
~—tTightly or wrongly—by the democratic ex- 
ecutive committee. 

What becomes of the dollar she paid to se- 
cure the right to cast her ballot is entirely 
outside the question of her individual quali- 
fication as a voter. The democratic execu- 
tive committee can s¢cize and spend the 
money; or they can keep their gerntlemen’s 
agreement with the women’s committee and 
return the dollar to the entire women’s 
electorate; in sort, anything can happen to 
her dollar (and anything may happen to 
her dollar in the present temper of the 
men). but: whatever happens does not and 
cannot affect her statis as an individual 
voter who has complied with all the condi- 
tions of suffrage. 

Moreover, the burden of proof reats upon 
the democratic executive committee and the 
precinct managers to prove that any woman 
voter who presents herself at the polis is 
not a duly qualified voter. And this they 
can do only by referring to the lists. It is 
patently incumbent upon the city executive 
committee—and not upon the voters—to se- 
cure the.lists of all the voters, or rest un- 
der the charge of condueting a fraudulent 
election. It is so clearly a political hocus- 
pocus to declare that the women voters have 
it in their power to hold up the lists, that 
the wonder is the women have permitted 
themselves to become disturbed at the threat 
of Mr. Buchanan’s committee to disfran- 
chise them unless the lists were forth- 
comigg.

Julius Barnes, of the United 
States ~Grain corporation, openly 
states his policy to resell wheat, 
curtail our foreign shipments and 
‘use the resale of wheat to help 
control the domestic market price 
against further advances.’ The re- 


sult of such policy, together with’ 


the manipulation of a system of 
grades and standards, has been to 
reduce materially the farmers’ in- 
come and to deny him access to a 
free market where he can secure 
actual cost of production. 


Average Income of Farmer. 


“We believe city people should 
know that the average annual labor 
income of the farmer, including that 
of his wife and children, as shown 
by the last federal census, was only 
$318.22. They should know that, 
owing to manipulation in adminis- 
tering the grades and standards, to- 
gether with the damage done by hot 
weather to the maturing crops, the

Combination Planned. 

Mr. Miller said the plan for 
a league of nations, used as a 
basis of discussion at Versailles, 
was not any of the drafts submitted 
by the United States, Great Britain, 
France or Italy, but was a combina- 
tion’of all of them. 

Chairman Lodge said President 
Wilson had told the committee at the 
white house in March that the Brit- 
ish plan drawn by General Smuts 
was used as a basis of consideration, 
but the witness protested that such 
was not his recollection. The plan 
taken as a basis of discussion, said 
he, “was modelled to some extent on 
the other plans, but it was not the 
Smuts plan.” 

The witness said he had submitted 


memoranda on the American plan, 
but did not see the finished product 
untilit was printed in the form 
transmitted to the committee yester- 
day bv President Wilson.

Future Not Promising. 

The future of street and inter- 
arban railways is not promising. 
Carl H. Mote, secretary of the Indi- 
ana public service commission, testi- 
fied motor truck and bus competi- 
tion has not reached its peak, he 
said, but it is already indicated that 
as investments the roads are not 
what their promoters had hoped for. 

So far as Indiana is concerned, he 
said, the work of the federal com- 
mission is “unnecessary” as the state 
commission can care for the situa-, 
tion as long as motor compctition 
makes it economically possible to 
do se. " : 

Richard T. Higgins, of the Con- 
necticut utilities commission, the 
second witness, said street railway 
lines undoubtedly were in a serious 
financial situation and that their 
future was uncertain because the 
development of the motor vehicle 
was still unknown. As an emer- 
gency aid, he said, a rate increase 
must be granted. He also urged a 
reduction in street railway taxes and 
removal of state and municipal obli- 
gations now imposed upon the roads. 

In the competitive struggle be- 
tween motor vehicles and car lines, 
Mr. Higgins said, regulation of the 
motor traffic as rigidly as of the 
ttreet car traffic should be enforced.

Government food from 
the Candler warehouse was placed 
in the parish house Tuesday after- 
noon, purchased through Mayor Key 
by a committee composed of O. N., 
Dana, H. L. Wills and W. E. Flow- 
ers, of the vestry. It will be sold 
at actual cost.

Very Broad Statement. 
“No revolutionary movement, no 
internal conflict of any magnitude 


can fail to affect the peace of the 
world. ‘Any matter affecting the 
peace of the world’ is a very broae 
statement which could be made to 
justify almost any interference on 
the part of the league with the ins 
ternal affairs of other countries. 

| ‘‘In article 10 the United States is 
bound on the appeal of any member 
of the league not only to respect, but 
to preserve its*independence and its 
boundaries, and that pledge, if we 
give it, must be fulfilled. There is 
to me no distinction whatever in a 
treaty between what some persons 
are pleased to call legal and moral 
obligations. A treaty rests and 
must rest, except where it is im- 
posed under duress and securities 
and hostages are taken for its ful- 
fillment, upon moral obligations. 
The pathway.of dishonor is always 
open. But whatever the United 
States agrees to, by that agreement 
she must abide. ‘ 

“If the United States or any other 
great country should refuse, no mat 
ter how specious the reasons, to ful- 
fill both in letter and spirit every 


ed States would be dishonored and 
the league would crumble into dust, 
leaving behind it a legacy of wars.” 

Quoting a press report that Be- 
douins were attacking the kingdom 
of Hedjaz, the senator pointed out 
that Hedjaz was a member of the 
league whose integrity the United 
States would guarantee to preserve 
from external aggression under the 
covenant. 

Foreign Right Over U. S. Troops. 

“Under Article 11,” he said, “if 
King Hussein appealed to us for aid 
and protection against external ag- 
gression affecting his independence 
and the boundaries of his kingdom 
we should be bound to give that aid 
and protection and to send Ameri- 
can soldiers to Arabia. I am un- 
willing to give that right to King 
Hussein and this illustrates the 
point which is to. me the most ob- 
jectionable in the league as it stands 
the right of other powers to call out 
American troops and American ships 
to. go to any part of the world, an 
obligwation we are bound to fulfill 
under the terms of this treaty. J 
know the answer well—that of 
course they could not be sent with- 
out action by congress. “Congress 
would have no choice if acting in 
good faith, 

“Let me now briefly point out the 
insuperable difficulty which I find in 
Article 15. It begins—‘If there should 
arise between members of the league 
any dispute likely to lead to a rup- 
ture’—. ‘Any dispute’ covers every 
possible dispute. It, therefore, cov- 
ers a dispute over tariff duties and 
over immigration. 

“An immigration dispute or a dis- 
pute over tariff duties, met by the 
procedure set forth in article 15, 
comes before the assembly of dele- 
gates for a decision by what ts prac- 
tically a majority vote of the en- 
tire assembly.. That is something 
which I do not find myself able to 
give my assent. So far as immigra- 
tion is concerned, and also so far 
as tariff duties, although less impor- 
tant, are concerned, 1 deny the ju- 
risdiction. There should be no pos- 
sibility of other nations. deciding 
who shall come (into the United 
States, or under what conditions they 
Shall enter. The right to say who 
shall come into a country is one 
of the very highest attributes of sov- 
ereignty. If a nation can not say 
without appeal who shall come with- 
in its gates and become a part of 
its citizenship it has ceased to be 
a@&.sovereigzn nation. It has become 
a tributary and a subject nation, 
and it makes no difference whether 
it is subject to league or to a con- 
queror.” ,

“It was purely an American doc- 
trine, a purely American policy, de- 
signed, and wisely designed, for our 
defense. It has never been an ‘inter- 
national engagement.’ No nation haa 
been the subject of reservation at 
international conventions by Ameri- 
can delegates. It has never been 
@ ‘regional understanding,’ or an 
understanding of any kind with any- 
body. It was the declaration of the 
United States of America, in their 
own behalf, supported by their own 
power. They brought it into being 
and its life was predicted on the 
force which the United States could 
place behind it. Unless the United 
States could sustain it, it would die. 
The United States has supported it. 
It has lived—strong, efficient, re- 
spected. It is now proposed to kill 
it by a, provision in a treaty for 
a league of nations. 


Why Kill American Policy? 


“Why, in the name of eace, 
should we extinguish it? Why, in 
the name of peace, should we be 
calle? upon to leave the interpre- 
tati6dn of the Monroe doctrine to 
other nations? It is an American 
policy. It is ourown. It has guard- 
ed us well, and I for one can never 
find consent in my heart to destroy 
it by a clause in a treaty and hand 
over its body for dissection to the 
nations of Europe. 

“Another point in this covenant 
where change must be made in order 
to protect the safety of the United 
States in the future is in article 1, 
where withdrawal is provided for. 
As it now stands it reads that— 

““Any member of the league may, 
after two years’ notice of its inten-* 
tion. to do so, withdraw from the 
league, provided that all its inter- 
national obligations and all its obli- 
gations under this covenant shall 
have been fulfilled at the time of 
its withdrawal.’ 

“Whatever virtue there may -be 
in the right thus conferred is com- 
pletely nullified by the proviso. The 
league alone can decide whether ‘all 
international obligations and _ all 
obligations under this covenant’. have 
been fulfilled, and this would re- 
quire, under the provisions of the 
league, a unanimous vote, so that 
any nation desiring to withdraw 
ould not do so, even on the two 

ears’ notice, if one nation voted 
that the obligations had not been 
fulfilled. Remember that this gives 
the league not only power to re- 
view all our obligations under the 
covenant, but all our treaties with 
all nations, for every one of. those 
is an ‘international obligation.’ 


Right of Withdrawal. 


“Are we deliberately to put our- 
selves in fetters and be examined 
by the league of nations as to 
whether we have kept faith) with 
Cuba) or Panama before we can be 
permitted to leave the league? The 
right of withdrawal, if it*is.to be 
of any value whatever, must. be 
absolute, because, otherwise .a na*= 
tion desiring to withdraw could be 
held in the league by objections from 
other nations until the very act 
which induces the nation to with- 
draw had been completed; until the 
withdrawing nation had been forced 
to send troops to take part in a 
war with which it had no concern 
and upon which it did not desire 
to enter. 

“Any analysis of the provisions 
of this league covenant brings out 
in startling relief one. gre&t’ feat. 
Whatever may be said, it is not a 
league of peace; it is an alliance, 
dominated at the present moment by 
five great powers, really by three, 
and it has all the marks of an alli- 
ance. The development of interna- 
tional law is neglected. The -court 
which is to decide disputes brought 
before. it. fills but a small place. 
Those articles upon which the whole 
structure rests are articles which 
provide for the use of force; that 
is, for war. This league to enforce 
peace does a great deal for enforce- 
ment and very little peace.” 


Williams Attacks Ledge. 
When Senator Williams, democrat, 


rupted by loud hisses from the gal- 
leries.

fully. three months’ prepared pero- 
ration intended to appeal to the sen- 
ate and the galleries, has he shown 
the slightest heart sympathy with 
the desire of the world to have 
peace? Has he shown any sympathy 
with the desire of the mother that 
her son shall not die uselessly upon 
the battle fiield? 

“It is easy for the senator to scorn 
and cast obloquy upon the sentence 
of the president when the president 
said ‘If you defeat the league of na- 
tions you will break the heart of the 
world.’ With an absolute cold New 


England cynicism that invites the! 


scorn of every honest, human, lov- 
ing man, he merely made fun of the 
phrase. It is a slight thing to break 
the heart of the world provided re- 
publican policies in the senate of the 
United States are at stake. 

“The senator goes back in histo- 
ry and he tells us of all the brave 
dreams that brave men have dreamt, 
and then he makes fun of it all. The 
holy alliance came from ‘autocrats 
seeking the perpetuation of .autod- 
cratic power. It failed. ' Does it fol- 
low necessarily, therefore, that an 
agreement between the peoples of 
the earth seeking populan power 
shall fail? 

“The senator can stand there and 
read his carefully prepared sentences 
with the view of controlling poli- 
tics in America, but he cannot blot 
out the fact that while I am a citi- 
zen of America, I am also a citizen 
of the world.” 


Pleased Galleries, Said Wiitliams. 


Referring to Senator Lodge’s as- 
sertion that the covenant would 
oblige the United States to send 
troops to aid Hedjaz in defending 
her integrity, Senator Williams de- 
clared the . Massachusetts senator 
knew when he said it that there was 
nothing of that sort provided. 

“But it pleased the galleries,” con- 
tinued Senator Williams. “It tick- 
led the ears of the groundlings.” 

It was idle, the speaker said, to 
say that the United States might be 
forced to accept Japanese immigra- 
tion under the league. 

“Who would force us,to do that?” 
he asked. “The decision would have 
to be unanimous, and would Great 
Britain join in forcing us to do this? 
If she undertook to force Japanese 
immigration on Canada or New Zea- 
land she would break up the British 
empire.” 

Senator Hitcheock, democrat, Ne- 
braska, who followed Senator Wil- 
liams, said the latter had been “a 
little severe in denouncing Senator 
Lodge for criticizing the league of 
nations plan.

“In these things: compromise is 
degradation and concession is ruin.

THE WAY TO FIND OUT. 

The “Republican Publicity asso- 
ciation,” whatever that is, has 
issued a statement in which, de- 
manding the enactment of the 
Plumb tri-partite railroad control 
measure, it professes to see in “the 
threat of a general tie-up of the en- 
tire railway system of the .coun- 
try” ominous forebodings of civil 
war; and, says the statement, “if 
we must have revolution, let it 
come now and determine at once 
whether government by the major- 
ity is to survive.” 

Every governmental proposal in 
a democracy must of hecessity be 
predicated upon the will of the ma- 
jority. 

The labor unrest of today re- 
volves largely around the status of 
the railway employees; and their 
demands are centralized in the 
Plumb plan of tri-partite owner- 
ship, control and division of profits 
of the rail transportation lines. 

If a majority of the people favor 
the Plumb plan) then it should and 
will be adopted. 

But if the majority does not want 
it—-which we believe to be the case 
-—then, the proposal should be de- 
feated. 

We believe that the public senti- 
ment of the United States is over- 
whelmingly against such a revolu- 
tionary and visionary experiment’ 
as the Plumb plan contemplates. 

Some of the heads of the railroad 
branches of organized labor profess 
to believe otherwise. 

All right, then; the thing to do 
is to find out. — 

And the only democratic way to 
ascertain the will of the people in 
regard to any proposition on which 
they have not already voted is to 
let the people vote on it! 

It is morally certain that the con- 
gress now in session will not enact 
the Plumb plan measure into law.

“The country has never experi- 
enced a general strike on its rail- 
roads, herce has little comprehen: 
sion of the catastrophe that would 
follow such an action on the part 
of the railroad operdtives. The 
stoppage of rail transportation 
means almost instant collapse of 


practically every activity, imme- 
diate suffering from lack of food, 
followed by actual starvation, and 
universal riot by desperate indi- 
viduals fighting for the very exist- 
ence of themselves and their loved 
ones. Such a cataclysm would be 
infinitely worse than anything the 
Huns could have inflicted upon us.” 

This threat is equivalent to say- 
ing: “We want a tri-partite hand 
in the administering of the rail- 
roads, and a division of the profits.

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Henry Clay first came into prom- 
inence by advocating good roads 
for the blue-grass section of Ken- 
tuecky—the aplendid roads of that 
section led the raising of the 
finest thoroughbreds of the world.

Something like one-third of all 
cases of syphilis are innocently aec- 


quired, Therefore it is unjust to

This dis- 
ease prevails as widely among the 
higher classes as among the lower 
classes. 

Between the moment of infection 
aud the appearance of the first sore 
(the so-called chancre), at the point 
of inoculation, there is a quiescent 
incubation period of from one week 


to eight weeks, but averaging three 
eecks. This long incubation period 
as compared with that of pneumo- 
nia or typhoid fever, for instance) 
means that the germs are invading 
the system without exciting the 
vigorous resistance that pneumonia 
or typhoid germs excite,and conse- 
quently that the body will not so 
readily overcome and destroy the 
invading germs as it does in the 
case of pneumonia or typhoid fever. 
The most hopeless syphilis to 
treat is the case of Mr. Wiseheimer, 
who knows everything “they say.”

Only a charlatan would offer an 
alleged treatment for syphilis suit- 
able for all cases indiscriminately, 


for, of course, there is no such treat- 
ment. It would be quite as reason- 
able to offer an alleged remedy for 
typhoid fever and dispense with the 
nuisance and expense of doctorsiand 
nursés in that disease. 

The more recently aequired, the 
more contagious, and the longer the 
disease has persisted the less the 
risk of infection in ordinary as- 
sociation with the petient. Syphilis 
ef more than three years’ duration 
ia practically not infectious to per- 
sons associated with the patient. 

A syphilitic person who smokes 
er who has neglected teeth is a 
greater danger to his associates

In making public today the im- 
pressive report of the American 
aviation mission sent abroad last 
Secretary Baker disapproves 
its basic recommendation—the pro- 
posed creation.of a national air 
Bervice which would be co-equal 
‘with the war and navy departments 
and would be presided over by a 
cabinet officer. 

There has been increasing senti- 


“mént in congress in favor of an air 


min y, and now that a commis- 
sion of experts, headed by Benedict 
Crowell, associate secretary of war, 
has reported that such a ministry is 
absvlutely essential if the United 
States is ever to amount to any- 
thing in the air, there is no longer 
doubt that a hard fight will be 
made to create such a department 
and to take aviation completely out 
of the unfriendly hands of the army 
general staff, which has influenced 
Secretary Baker against all meas- 
ures looking to the establishment 
of the air service on anything like 
an independent footing. 
Daniels Also Opposes Air Ministry. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
also has been opposed to an air 
ministry. He has wanted to keep 
all the navy planes and navy fliers 
wholly under the mavy departmerkt 
and to conduct .experiments inde- 
pendent of all other aviation serv- 
ices. Captain Henry C. Mustin, one 
ofthe most brilliant of the younger 
officers of the navy, has signed the 
report favoring a national air serv- 
ice. Secretary Daniels is on his 
way to Honolulu at the present 
moment, and it remains to be seen 
what he will have to say as to the 
recommendations of the men who 


have aviation at heart and who feel 


it would be the crime of the ages 
if the United States, after spending 
hundreds of millions of dollars and 
hundreds of lives in tardily building 
up an aviation industry and per- 
sonnel, should now “scrap” the en- 
tire service. 

The American aviation mission 
makes the startling statement that 
90 per cent of the aviation industry 
created during the war has been 
liquidated, and prophesies that un- 
Jess some definite policy is adopted 
by the government, it is inevitable 
that the remaining 10 per cent will 
also disappear. 

Senators, representatives and the 
American people generally have 
been puzzled by the inertia in the 
edministration regarding the fu- 
ture of the air service, while Great 
Britain is concentrating all her 
energies in building up in the air a 
supremacy equal to her mastery o 
the seas. ‘ : 

Report of AmePican Mission. 

The report of the American mis- 
gion plainly states that the exist- 
ence of a British air ministry, 
which brought about co-ordination 
of effort, is responsible for placing 
England so far in the lead.

The members of 
the mission believe the commerciai 
side of flying must be encouraged 
and developed if aviation is to live 
‘in this country. It is admitted by 
flying experts. that military ma- 
chines “cannot be adapted to com: 
mercial use, but it is contended that 
commercial machines could, with

The American mission was made 
up of Benedict Crowell, assistant 
secretary of war; Howard C. Cof- 
fin, member of the national council 
of defense and formerly chairman 
of the aircraft production board; 
Henry C. Mustin, captain U. 8. navy; 
Halsey Dunwoody, colonel air serv- 
ice, U. S. A. assistant chief air 
service A. E. F.; James Blair, Jr., 
lieutenant colonel, general staff, U. 
&. A.; George H. Houston, president 
Wright-Martin Aeroplane corpora- 
tion; C. M. Keys, president Curtiss 
Aeroplane and Motor corporation, 
and Y. 8. S8S.. Bradley, manage:

Air Service Situation Critical. 

‘The publication of the report at 
this time calls attention anew to the 
critical situation regarding the air 
service in the army. The navy is on 
a decidedly better footing. Secretary 
Daniels asked for and received a big 
appropriation from congress. But 
Secretary Daniels is jealous of the 


navy and he wants navy flying kept 
separate from the army. When Ma- 
jor General Brancker, of the British 
flying service, was in this country 
more than a year ago and suggested 
the need in America of an air min- 
istry, Secretary Daniels resented the 
idea with considerable heat, for su 
placid a gentleman. 

Army aviators in recent weeks 
have all but despaired of their serv- 
ice. The new army bill submitted 
to congress recently by Secretary 
Baker at the behest of General 
March, the chief of staff, virtually 
smothers the air service, the flying 
officers claim, and relegated it to a 
wholly subordinate position, 

Some of the earlier moves made by 
Secretary Baker and the chief of 
staff, with respect to aviation per- 
sonnel, have become better under- 
stood as their hostile policy toward 
the air service has developed. 

It will be recalled that Major 
General William L. Kenly, after a 
period of study and service in 
France, was brought back to the 
United States and put:at the head 
of the flying service. Then sud- 
denly Gener Kenly was relieved 
and reduced to his regular army 
rank of lieutenant colonel, It is 
known now that General Kenly was 
fighting the general. staff all the 
time he was in office in his efforts 
to build up the air service. His 
loyalty was all with the flying men 
and the flying service. This did 
not. suit the purposes of the gen- 
eral staff. So Major General Charles 
T. Menoher, a splendid line officer, 
who had commanded the famous 
Rainbow division in France, was 
brought home and made chief of 
the air service. No one contended 
General Menoher had ever made a 
study of flying or that he knew 
anything of that branch of the serv- 
ice. He was known, however, to 
have the general staff point of view 
and was regarded as a safe man 
to carry out general staff instruc- 
tions without too much “bucking” 
or bother. mm 

Air Service and General Staff. 

The new army bill, fathered by 
General March and Secretary Ba- 
ker, would give the flying service 
representatives on the general staff, 
but it is perfectly apparent from 
what happened to General Kenly 
that no flying officer would remain 
long on the staff if he raised his 
voice in opposition to the autocratic 
dictation of the chief. 

he report of the American mis- 
sion says its members wish to em- 
phasize in the very first instance 
that immediate action is necessary 
to safeguard the air interests of the 
United States, to preserve for the 
government some benefit of the 
—_— aviation expenditures made 
uring the period of the war, and 
to prevent a vitally necessary in- 
dustry from entirely disappearing. 

Earnest and immediate consider- 
ation is asked for the report along 
the broadest lines with a view to 
establishing some fixed policy which 
will save the aircraft situation in 
the United States and give the 
United States an equal pl&ce with 
the great powers of Europe in this 
great new commercial development. 

The very first recommendation of 
the mission—the one Secretary Ba- 
mer Deapproves—is this:

“That for the first time in the 
world’s history, the stage isyset for 
a close international co-operation in 
the development of a great art at 
the. very threshold of its era of 
commercial utilit Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan not only 
invite but urge the United States 
to share in this work. 

“That in ‘England, France and 
Italy sentiment is undoubtedly in 
favor of the centralization of air- 
craft development under one au- 
thoritative head. Difference 
opinion has been encountered only 
in the matter of army and navy per- 
sonnel and in the question of the 
independent fighting force. ngland 
holds the initiative and is building 
her royal air force co-equal with 
the army and navy. France and 
Italy follow England’s lead but 
seem inclined to leave questions of 
operating personnel for the present 
to war’‘and navy departments, and 
to debate the needs of an independ- 
ent fighting air service. In all 
cases, forces operating in conjunc- 
tion with military and naval units, 
function under the military or naval 
high commands, 

“That we of today are conceiv- 
ably no more qualified to judge as 
to the scale and developmept of 
the aircraft of ten years hence than 
were we of even five years ago able 
to foretell the achievements of to- 
day. 

Vital Need of Definite Policy. 

“That the broadest consideration 
of the ultimate welfare of Amer- 
ican aviation must be given in the 
constitution of any organization set 
up for the co-ordination and con- 
trol of aeronautics within the United 
States. The prerogatives and am- 
bitions of governmental departments 
and of individuals must be assayed 
at true value, 

“That past experience and every 
economic consideration point to the 
vital need for the formulation by 
the United States of a definite, com- 
prehensive and continuing policy fdr 
the, development of every phase of 
the aircraft art. Our government is 
now faced with the task of nursing 
and actively encouraging a new 
transportation industry whose 
healthy growth is vital to the fu- 
ture progress and defense of the 
nation. 

“Because of the lack of a definite, 
intelligent and sympathetic policy 
in our governmertafl aircraft organ- 
ization since the armistice, our 
American aeronautical industry, 
built up at such great expense of 
money and of effort, is rapidly dis- 
appearing. No sensible business man 
is justified in keeping money in- 
vested in the aircraft industry un- 
der the conditions which have main- 
tained in the United States since 
November 11. 

“That the closest possible rela- 
tions must continually exist between 
the aircraft agency of the govern- 
ment and the production and com- 
mercial industry engaged in air- 
craft development. 

“That the industries involved in 
the production and commercial use 
of aircraft must be given recognl.- 
tion and representation in connec- 
tion with all national and interna- 
tional activities bearing upon the 
eo and control of aeronau- 
tics. 

“Your mission, in presenting its 
recommendations, desires to empha- 
size the view everywhere encoun- 
tered that the future of aerial navi- 
gation and of aerial developmen. 
generally, is in only a limited sense 
a function of military and naval es- 
tablishments. The air is a medium 
for commerce and communication 
and its direction to the peaceful uses 
of civilization must be unhampered 
by the necessarily restrictive views 
of these specialized departments.” 

Baker’s Oomment on Réport. 

Secretary Baker’s comment on the 
report follows: 

‘In making public the report sub- 
mitted to me by Mr. Crowell and his 
associates on the American aviation 
mission, I desire to emphasize the 
thoroughness and value of the 
studies made in England, Francs 
and Italy with regard to the impor- 
tance of aircraft and the essential 
dependence of the art for its devel- 
opment upon a sympathetic attitude 
in the government. Those best in- 
formed throughout the world are in 
accord in believing that this new 
agency of transportation has possi- 
bilities upon which it is now quite 
impossible to set limits. They are 
further apreed that we face a period, 
more or less brief, in which the pros- 
pect of commercial return is not 
sufficiently sure to iustify private 
enterprise in developing the airplane 
industry into a self-sustaining po- 
sition. 

“The importance of aircraft as a 
military arm is obviously so great 
that we must leave nothing undone 
both to develop the art in its scien- 
tific and practical’ aspects and to 
provide facilities for rapid quantity 


production in the event of emer- 


gency. 

“From these consideration it is 
clear that the ingenuity and ability 
of American negineers and inventors 
must be co-ordinated and our na- 
tional effort freed from wastefulness 
and duplication. 

“The mission has, in my judg- 
ment, gone too far in suggesting 
a single centralized air service. 
Army and navy aviators are spe- 
cialists in the art, both the airplanes 
and the pilots needed, are of a dif- 
ferent pe from those needed in 
civil undertakings. The pilots par- 
ticularly need to be trained upon a 
different theory. Military pilots are 
trained to fight single or in forma- 
tion, and to operate in co-ordination 
with other branches of the military 
service, so that their training must 
be military. Their own efficiency 
and that of the other branches of 
the service depends upon the most 
‘intense and constant associated 
training, and a separation of the air 
service from the army or the navy 
would require co-ordination of their 
activities in time of war, whereas 
effectiveness in military operation 
rests upon the concentration and 
singleless of authority, command 
and purpose. 


Point Emphasized by Mission. 


“The point emphasized by the 
mission is the importance of main- 
taining adequate production _facili- 
ties in this country. ‘This, it is be- 
lieved, can be brought about best 
by the establishment of a govern- 
ment agency which will lay down 
the necessary rules, natiopal and 
intenpational, for aircraft opera- 
tion, prevent discouraging lack of 
uniformity in state regulation and 
generally stimulate private and 
public enterprise in perfecting and 
using commercially this mode of 
transportation, and by centralizing 
the placing of orders on govern- 
ment account, so as to have the in- 
cidental effect of making them con- 
tribute to the maintenance of air- 
craft production as an industry. It 
is not proposed, as I understand it, 
that great 7 fe Mon nge = of public 
funds should be made for the es- 
tablishment of uneconomic commer- 
cial air service routes, but obviously 
an extension of our air mail service 
éould be made, and it could be fur- 
ther extended as the perfection. of 
machines advances and th 
liability of service is more and more 
established. Such encouragement 
as the government may find it wise 
to give can be accomplished with- 
out sacrificing. the science of mili- 
tary aeronautics. The joint rd

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Executives of Union Alli- 
ance Decide to Postpone

London, August 12.—Executives of 
British labor’s triple alliance decided 
today to postpone its “direct action” 
referendum on political demands, 

An official report of the resolu- 
tion says that it was decided to 
postpone the balloting and to sum- 
mon a full delegate conference to 
reconsider the entire question. 

After Long Conferences. 

The decision of the triple alliance 
executives to postpone the ballot 
was arrived at after a day of long 
conferences held to consider the 
changed circumstances, since. the 
ballot was decided on first the 
change in the government policy to- 
ward Russia and regarding con- 
scription and also the government's 
decision no longer to intervene for 
the ‘settlement of industrial dis- 
putes and second, apparent waning 
interest in the enthusiasm for direct 
action. 

The lord chancellor in the house 
of lords today explained the gov- 
ernment’s attitude saying that dur- 
ing the war it was .of paramount 
importance to keep men at work, 
but that this mo longer was so im- 
perative now that the war had end- 
ed. Therefore, the lord chancellor 
added, disputes could be left to be 
settled by negotiations between 
masters and men, 

At the conference it developed 


that the Yorkshire, Lancashire and 
Cheshire miners were against di- 
rect action, while J. H. Thomas de- 
clined to consent to the egal A men 
being permitted to direct action at 
the behest of the triple alliance and 
the railway men were individually 
consulted. There was strong di- 
vergence of opinion displayed con- 
at ymin the advisability of direct 
action. 


Plot Alleged Against Labor. 


That the British government is 
organizing a_ sinister secret plot 
against labor and is conducting sys- 
tematic spying activities on the ac- 
tions of workers is a charge that is 
featured today in The Daily Herald, 
the labor organ, which connects 
with this alleged movement recent 
official reports of bolshevik con- 
spiracies as part of the scheme. 

According to the story printed 
in The Herald, the military intelli- 
gence department of the war office 
is being used for industrial spying 
under control of the home office 
and Scotland Yard. soe 

Every attempt, says the newspa- 
per, is being made to undermine 
the labor movement by sowing mu- 
tal distrust in the ranks of the 
workers at the same time that the 
police force and the army are being 
“purged.”

CARRANZA SOLDIERS 
HURRY TO CHIHUAHUA 


Juarez, Mexico, August i940 
Three hundred and fifty federal 


troops were on their way south to 
Chihuahua City today from the gar- 
rison here on special trains. 

No explanation was made at mili- 
tary headquarters regarding the 
dispatch of troops, but it was ru- 
mored they were being sent to re- 
place the mutinous garrison at Chi- 
huahua City. 

Letters and papers discovered in 
the headquarters of the leaders -of 
the conspiracy at Chihuahua City 
last week indicated the plot to have 
the federal garrison join Villa and 
surrender the town to him last 
Thursday was a sort of a plan to 
cause mutinies in federal garrisons 
in all the states where revolution- 
ary movements are in progress, ac- 
cording to a passenger from Chi- 
huahua City who was here today. 

Fifteen of the leading conspira- 
tors were executed by General 
Manuel Dieguez, after the arrest of 
the alleged conspirators, according 
to the same authority. Included 
among those ordered executed were 
General Lazaro Alanis, a former 
“Magonista,” of Los Angeles, and 
afterwards a follower of Madero) 
Orozco and Zapata: General Ruega 
Quijano, General Manuel Guiterrez, 
an ex-bandit, and ten others. 
Senora Lazaro Alanis was reported 
to have been arrested at the time 
her husband, General Alanis, was 
taken into custody. She became 
famous during the Orozco revolution 
in 1912, when she rode into Juarez 
with a band of rebels, took posses- 
sion of the plaza and held it twenty- 
four hours.

No Action Until. Report 

Is Received‘on Hunga- 
Tian Conditions--Czecho- 
Slovaks Oppose Arch- 
duke’s Regime. 


Paris, August 12.—The peace con- 
ference, it was apparent today, will 
take no further action in the Hun- 
garian situation until the inter-al- 
lied military mission which has been 
sent to Budapest makes its report. 

Brigadier General Harry H. Band 
holtz, the American representative 
on the mission, reached the Hun- 
garian capital Monday, the American 
peace delegation was advised today. 
The genera! has not yet been able to 
send a report on the situation to 
Budapest. 

The supreme council has not yet 
received a response to the notes 
sent to Rumania concerning the oc- 
cupation of Budapest. 

The members of the council are 
generally. convinced now that the 
council’s note did not reach the 
Bucharest foreign office until Sat- 
urday and that the inferior service 
made a speedy reply to Paris un- 
likely. 

TheeCzecho-Slovak note protesting 
against Rumania’s seizure of sup- 
plies belonging to all the allies was 
considered by the council. Similar 
notes are expected from other small 
Balkan allies. 

CZECHO-SLOVAKS FEAR 
ARCHDUKE’S REGIME. fe 

Prague, August 12.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Large, but order- 
ly, demonstrations occurred here, be- 
ing led generally by the social dem- 
ocratic element in protest against 
the coup d’etat by which Archduke 
Joseph became the head of the Hun- 
garian government. 

At the beginning of the Rumanian 
invasion of Hungary, the more con- 


servative elements of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia were insistent that a Czech 
army advance immediately into Hun- 
gary to protect Czecho-Slovakian in- 
terests there. -rofessor T. G. Ma- 
saryk, president of the Czecho-Slo- 


-vakia, and members of his ministry, 


opposed such a movement, declaring 
that they desired to act entirely in 
co-ordination with the great pow- 
ers:and did not wish to embarrass 
them further in the situation which 
had arisen because of the Rumanian 
invasion which was in violation of 
the armistice. 

Fears are expressed that the re- 
actionary element in Vienna will 
soon join forces with those back 
of the ascendency of Archduke Jo- 
seph and will amalgamate the Aus- 
trian and Hungarian states into an 
intensely autocratic government. 
which will become the center of au- 
tocratic 'propaganda in central Eu- 
rope. As Archduke Joseph is a Haps- 
burg, it is hoped by Czecho-Slovak - 
ian officials that the United States 
will use its influence in preventing 
the new regime from .— succeeding. 
They base their hope on the fact that 
a government by any Hapsburg was 
one of the forms of government de- 
nounced bv President Wilson before 
he would agree to the conclusion of 
the armistice. No Czecho-Slovakian 
officials believe for a moment that 
Archduke Joseph any more repre- 
sents.the true sentiment of the Hun- 
garian common people than did Bela 
Kun. 
ments were based on “terrorism and 
in opposition to the aspirations of 
the common people through central 
Europe.” : 

Up to this time the Czecho-Slo- 
vakian ministry has been reticent in 
giving expression to its views re- 
specting developments in Hungary, 
but today’s demonstrations make it 
hecessary for the government to 
make some declaration. 

Czecho-Slovaks are cheered by the 
note from the peace conference to 
the Rumanians on August 7, inquir- 
ing whethér the Rumanians had “de- 
cided to dissociate themselves from 
the allies.” This note was publish- 
ed here today. A strong feeling ex- 
ists here that the close relation- 
ship batween the Hohenzollerns and 
the Hapebures is some way connect- 
ed with the present Hohenzollern. oc- 
cupant of te Run -~ian throne, King 
Ferdinand, \and the latest develop- 
ments of e tangle political sit- 
uation in ungary.

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Former Governor Nat E. 
Harris Gives Explanation 
of Purport of Bill. 


While to the uninstructed the bill 
of Senator Allen, of the 35th, which 
passed the house unanimously yes- 
terday morning under the sponsor- 
ship of Representative John  /Y. 
Smith, of Fulton, may appéar to give 
extensive new powers to the board 
of trustees of the Georgia Schdol of 
Technology, former Governor N. E. 
Harris, chairman of the board since 
the foundation of the school, de- 
clares that it does not do so. Cor- 


recting the impression that powers 
unauthorized by the state constitu- 
tion had either been sought or 
erented, Governor Harris said last 
nm ; 


“The bill gives no new powers to 
the local board except the power to 
confer dégrees. This power had been 
exercised by the board from the 
opening of the school, but the char- 
ter use the term ‘diploma’ only. It 
was thought best to be specific as 
to the future. 

“Every other power enumerated 
in the bill had been included in the 
original act or its amendments. The 
bill merely groups these powers to: 
gether in one act, defining their ap- 
plication in terms better adapted to 
the present practices of the school 
The school will still be under the 
charge of the general board of the 
university. Its diplomas must be 
signed by the chancellor. 

“The treasurer heretofore was 
only treasurer of the faculty. He 
is made by this bill the treasurer 
of the local board, but the state’s 
appropriations must all be paid 
through the treasurer of the gen- 
eral board as heretofore. The rgov- 
ernor is made an ex-officio member 
of the local board. This puts an- 
other university trustee on the 
board, for the governor is a mem- 
ber of the general board by virtue 
of his office. He is on the normal 
school board, too, which is a branch 
college. So why should he not be 
on the Tech board. 

“The local board of the Georgia 
Tech and the university board have 
never had the slightest difference or 
misunderstanding. The child has 
always been loyal to the mother.” 

The only other new feature of the 
law, which is not referred to by 
Governor Harris in the foregoing 
statement, is the provision that the 
board shall be authorized-to elect 
two alumni to its membershin. This. 
however, simply enlarges the size 
of the board without increasing its 
powers.

London, August 12.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—In the house of com- 
mons tonight the ministers’ had to 
listen to strong. criticism of the ex- 
travagance of the government in 
the matter of armaments, but Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill, secretary of 
war, in a general defense of the 
government, said he was able to 
promise considerable retrenchment 
in this direction. His speech be- 
trayed that the government was try- 
ing as far as possible to meet the 
popular demands for greater econ- 
omy. 

Major General J. E. B. Seely, un- 
der secretary’for air, made the point 
that the efficient air force had saved | 
the country millions in money and 
thousands of lives this year in con- 
nection with the troubles in Afghan- 
istan and Egypt. 

The Right Honorable Sir Freder- 
ick Banbury, unionist, argued that 
the people would never economize 
while seeing ministers riding about 
in expensive automobiles at the na- 
tion’s expense. 

Churchill Defends Gevernment. 

Mr. Churchill, defending the gov- 
ernment, said that through its poli- 
cy it was beginning to regain con- 
trol over expenditure, and that it 
had been arranged with France that 
by the end of October the British 
forces on the Rhine may be reduced 
to a single strong brigade. 

The delayed peace with Turkey 
and Bulgaria and the Position in 
Mesopotamia prevented immediate 
reduction of the large forces while 
the Irish executive was strongly op- 
posed to reducing the Irish garri- 
son. 

Mr. Churchill argued agaihst 
abolishing the framework of the 
anti-aircraft organization of the 
ground that*no form of attack could 


more easily or secretly be prepa 

than an-air attack. He obatemhen 
that instances of muddle and mis- 
management were. remarkably few, 
considering the volume of business, | 
and said that, despite mistakes, 
waste and muddles, the government 
was Overcoming troubles ina man- 
ner to challenge comparison. with 


any other belligerent, no 
pat g t excluding 


United States and Conscription. 

By next year, the war m 
cohtinued, there would be Pas rggrbived 
great nations in the world free from 
conscription—Great Britain and Ger- 
many—and only one of those volun- 
tarily free. Even the United States 
was embarking on a policy of con- 
Scription. The British policy, he as- 
serted, was to return to the princi- 
ple of the small pre-war voluntary 
army, subject only to such improve- 
ments and modifications as the war 
had taught. The present-day cost 
of such an army, according to \an 
estimate submitted to him, but 
which he was not yet prepared to 
accept, Mr. Churchill said, would 
be between sixty-five and seventy- 
five millions yearly. 

With regard to the air force, Mr.

Major General Sir Hugh Trenchard, 
chief of the royal-air staff, that he 
must provisionally frame his scheme 
within the limits of twenty-five mil- 
lions yearly, which was equivalent 
to about twelve millions in pre-war 
days. 
Risks of Financial Situation. 

Mr. Churchill said he held most 
Strongly that a resolute and earnest 
effort must be made to economize. 

The risks of the financial situation 
Were such that risks in other di« 
rections must be faced. A reductton 
of expenditures would only be ob- 
tainable by discharging officers and 
men from the army and air force as 
quickly as the situation allowed. 
Every effort would be made to ob- 
tain decisions of world policy which 
were necessary before the govern- 
nmrent could proceed upon its path. 

Mr. Churchill said he _ believed 
that four or five years hence it 
would be found the best course for 
the armed forces of the crown would 
be to aim at scientific progress and 
quality, rather than at mere num- 
bers or instant readiness for action. 
He fully agreed with the house that 
reduction in the cost of armaments 
vt ge the first need Great Britain had

ready done in South Manchuria 
through the control of the South 
Manchurian railroad.”
